Dynamics Research Cors 
poration (DRC) seeks to expand, 
and proposes to purchase 21 acres 
of land facing Route 62 in North 
Wilmington for that purpose. The 
land is zoned for housing and is 
owned by Paul Butt. Mr, Butt has 
twice proposed to change the 
zoning to allow for the con- 
struction of condominiums. His 
proposal was denied both times. 
He could build houses, but he 
chooses nv too, seeking, he says, 
“a better 

DRC has a building at 66 
Concord St., Wilmington into 
which it moved in 1970. Since then 
the firm has expanded four times. 
It now has a building at 350 
Fordham Rd., a new building on 
Lopez Road, one at 60 Concord 
St., and the former Volkswagen 
office building off Fordham Road. 

These buildings are used for 
research and development 
(R&D), a term for which the 
words ‘‘think tank’ are 
sometimes used. There are other 
facilities which are used for light 
manufacturing processes of the 
company, processes which ac- 
company the “think tank’’ func- 
tion. 

DRC is a high technology 
company, founded by four former 
employees of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology In- 
strumentation Laboratory. The 
company started in Woburn, 
moved to Stoneham for eight 
years and then, in 1970 moved to 
Wilmington, The 1981 sales were 
$32,000,000. There are 765 em- 
ployees. Between 70 and 80 of 
them are residents of 
Wilmington. 

The “think tank” process of the 
company are its main component. 
They are organized into what the 
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estate advisor. At left is DRC Treasurer

company calls its ‘Systems 
Division.” Sixty percent of the 
income for the company in 1981 
was from the Systems Division. 

The Systems Division does no 
manufacturing. Its output is 
professional reports - mangement 
s¥Stems, analysis of engineering, 
support for engineering, and 
software engineering. 

DRC has contracts with the US 
Navy which involve nuclear 
submarine navigation and 
guidance systems as well as 
missile systems. There have been 
significant contributions to the 
Fleet Ballistic Missile programs 
for the Navy. 

Recently, according to a report, 
the Navy found that a certain part 
of a naval missile was defective 
Itasked DRC: How many of those 
parts were manufactured, and 
where are they now?

Within hours, DRC, by com: 
puter, had the answer. Most of the 
parts, it reported were in a cer- 
tain warehouse. Others were with 
missiles, each of which was 
located for the Navy. 

This is a kind of work that goes 
On in the “think tank."’ There is no 
visible output such as, for in- 
stance, putting things into trucks 
or freight cars. The work results 
in written reports or such things 
as computer tapes. 

The Systems Division is a 
major factor in the defense 
systems of this country. DRC has 
established itself in this field. It is 
a system that is expected to grow 
at a healthy rate in the future. 

Because of this the company is 
seeking to expand. DRC hosted a 
meeting on June 30 with neigh- 
bors of the site it wants to pur- 
chase, neighbors from the Salem 
Street - Middlesex Avenue area. 
Abont 25 Wilmington residents 
were present 

The neighbors were told that 
DRC is hoping to rezone the 21 
acres, for one building now a 
parking lot, to probably three 
buildings in about 10 years. There 
were some sketches of what the 
site is expected to look like 

The company is looking for- 
ward to one building there in 1983. 
In it would be scientists and 
engineers, all with advanced 
degrees. There would be a 
computer terminal, with a 
Honeywell DP8-8 computer. DRC 
spokesmen referred to the 
proposed facility as a “think 
tank.” 

Much of the talking was done by 
Jonathan Trott, a professional 
developer of land sites. A 
prospective picture of the site had 
been developed by an architect - 
engineer. DRC stressed that it 


was not the final picture 

Trott told the audience that 
DRC wants to stay in a nice en- 
vironment, such as it finds in 
Wilmington. The Butt property, 
he said, with its high trees, could 
be such a site. Nothing had been 
done, he said, in any way up to 
that ‘point, but the company is 
seeking a site where it may grow 
for the next 10 years. 

The first building would 
probably have 100,000 square feet 
of space. It would be designed 
with the high pines and the 
sloping ground in mind. There 
would be no night work, nor would 
there be any work on weekends, 

Eleven of the neighbors ex- 
pressed opinions. They varied 
from thoughts that it was nice of 
the firm to ask opinions from 
abuttors, to one expression in 
which the speaker said “You're 
going to have one hell of a fight 
and I am going to be against 
you.””

A group of investors has ex- 
pressed interest in developing a

Bill Jones of the engineering 
firm Dana Perkins & Sons met 
with the Wilmington Con 
servation Commission Thursday 
night to inquire as to problems 
that exist with the land, He said 
that he represented a group that 
wants to build a shopping center 
and hotelon the property 

‘The 50 acres of land is owned by 
Robert Corey, a building 
demolition contractor. 

The Conservation Commission 
did not go into details, but said 
that some problems did exist with 
the land. 

Jones said that plans were not 
firm, and that the group had yet 
to decide whether to proceed with 
the project. 

The town is proceeding with 
court action against Corey for a 
variety of reasons, including 
alleged wetlands violations, 
dumping and filling, and violation 
of the building by-laws. The town

Who pays when 
tree hits van? 


How much responsibility does a 
town carry for tree limbs that 
extend over a public right-of- 
way? 

David Doucette of 74 Salem St 
is wondering who will pay for 
damage caused to his van when a 
tree limb landed on it last Wed- 
nesday morning. 

Doucette, who has a con- 
struction business, was driving on 
Shawsheen Avenue when he 
heard a loud “bang.” He stopped 
and found a large tree limb across 
the roof of his van. He said that 
the van had just come back from 
the body shop. 

The limb put a dent in the roof. 
Doucette was able to remove part 
a but said that 
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the cost of repairing it correctly 
has been estimated at $385. If he 
files a claim on his insurance, 
there is a $200 deductible, plus a 
$50 surcharge that will be put on 
his insurance for three years. 
This totals $350 - leaving $35 to fix 
his roof. 

Doucette said he went to the 
town hall to ask if the town could 
be held responsible for the 
damage. He said that he was told 
that the accident was considered 
an “act of God." 

Doucette said that he intends to 
take the town to court for the 
damage if necessary. 

“What if there had been a child 
walking from school when that 
limb fell?” he said.

is charging that Corey has a large 
building on the property for which 
he never obtained a_ building 
permit 

The Wilmington Water 
Department claims to own a 
seven-acre parcel in the middle of 
the 50 acres. The town reinforced 
this claim last year with a town 
meeting vote to take the disputed 
parcel by eminent domain, but no 
proceedings have ever been 
carried out under that vote. 

Access to the parcel is another 
problem. The only present means 
of access is by Ainsworth Road, 
which is the old bed of the Salem 
and Lowell Railroad. Access by 
this route runs through a 
residential area. Corey also 
claims rights to an old logging 
road connecting to Andover 
Street, but there is now a house in 
the middle of that road. 

Jones said that the group hopes 
to persuade the state Department 
of Public Works to allowean ac- 
cess from Route 125, a limited 
access highway

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Conquering the pain of 
losing someone to suicide

Every year across the country 
hundreds of people between 15 
and 24 are growing up, branching 
out, and committing suicide. In 
fact, the majority of suicides are 
committed by young people who 
become, perhaps just another 
statistic. But how do the sur. 
vivors, the family and friends of 
these people, cope with the toss-of 
those they love? 

Until two years ago, people in 
the greater Lowell area who had 
Jost someone through suicide had 
few methods of dealing with their 
pain. They could seek private 
counseling, ignore the problem, 
or try to go on by themselves 
Then, two years ago, Walt Fit- 
zgerald of Tewksbury’s Com 
munity Services, a family, 
marital and individual counseling 
center, began his first suicide 
support group for people trying to 
conquer the pain of losing 
someone to suicide. 

The group began, Fitzgerald 
said, after a few people came to 
him asking him to begin a group 
for survivors, The first group 
began in the spring of 1980 and 
ran for 12 - 14 weeks. It was 
structured so that all the 
meetings had a beginning and an 
end, with him opening up the 
discussion by sharing the 
research he had done on suicide. 


ince then, he explained, he has 
learned that fa aren't 
necessarily important subjects 


for discussions, “If you're hur. 
tisig, that’s what needs to be the 
tgpic,” he said. “We control the 
group by what the group needs,” 


Pay phones 
to be 
modified 


Pay phones in Tewksbury are 
being modified so customers can

Tewksbury (851) exchange are 
cirrently being equipped to 
provide “Dial Tone First” 
(TF). The project is part of a 
$43 million program by New 
England Telephone to convert 75 
percent of the coin operated 
telephones in its five state area to 
DTF over the next five years. 
Community Relations Manager 
Cynthia Austin said, “With ‘Dial 
Tone First’ customers will hear a 
dial tone on the line when they 
pick up the receiver and will be 
able to reach an operator for 
assistance in an emergency or 
directory assistance without 
Jépositing any coins. Calls placed 
by operators - such as credit card 
and collect calls - also can be 
made without coins 

She adds, ‘‘Local calls, 
however, will be completed by 
dépositing the necessary coins 
béfore the number is dialed." 

Instructions for using the new 
system for emergency and 
routine calls will be affixed to 
coin operated telephones. A 
distinctive orange plate, placed 
adjacent to the deposit slot, will 
direct the user's attention to the 
new dialing instructions.

The meetings now have no 
structure, but rather follow the 
feelings of the group at each 
session 

According to Fitzgerald, there 
are six to eight members in the 
group who come to share and help 
each other. All the members with 
the exception of Fitzgerald have 
lost someone through suicide. His 
role, he_said, is to facilitate the 
group, to be a friend, to offer 
independent thought, and to help 
draw people out on certain 
thoughts they have. 

The Suicide Support Group, he 
said, is a way to help survivors 
find an understanding friend. The 
old friends aren't there any more, 
he explained, because after a 
while they get tired of hearing 
about the pain and expect the 
survivor to just go on, “But how 
long do you hurt when you lose 
somebody that way?" he said. ‘A 
long time. There’s no set time to 
mourn or feel bad when you lose 
someone - every birthday and 
every holiday has a hole in it and 
it's Shaped just like the one you 
love. 

The members help each other 
by listening and understanding, 
he said. Suicide arouses feelings 
of hurt, relief, anger, 
ment, guilt and 100 
other emotions all at once. Trying 
to handle one of these emotions is 
tough he said, but all of them at 
one time is more than most people 
can handle, “Our understanding 
that we're all basically alike 
helps us to help each other," he 
added, 

According to Fitzgerald there is 
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Strange people, 
strange race 
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no set time before people are 
helped. One member, he ex- 
plained, had to go out and stomp 
on her son’s grave and say, “You 
turkey, you did this to me! I hurt 
more ‘and more every day.” 
Another member has to go home 
toan entire family that denies the 
fact that the suicide ever hap- 
pened. “They just hurt, as 
Thoreau . said, in quiet 
desperation,” he added. Others 
just repattern their lives and go 
on from there. 

Once, he said, he had people in 
the group who had tried to take 
their lives with drugs. They 
helped the survivors understand 
that sometimes people get so 
discouraged they don’t want to go 
on. “People who commit suicide 
are not all really loony,"’ he said. 
“They're just people who have an 
excessive amount of problems 
bearing down on them all at once 
and they don’t feel they can go on 
from there. These are people who 
probably live a lot in the past and 
in the failures of the past, and who 
look at the future and say that 
(the past) is the potential for the 
rest of my life.”” 

According to Fitzgerald, there 
are other groups around that deal 
with death in some way, but not 
specifically suicide. Losing a 
child to crib death or an accident 
is tragic, he explained, but is not 
the same as suicide. “Suicide is 
something we don’t understand. 
Our entire being says live. When 
someone says no, we don't know 
how to respond to that," he said 

When he first began the group, 
he was uneasy about beginning 


the research and talking about 
suicide. Nurses, policemen, and 
others he spoke to were 
suspicious of his motives for 
asking about it. In fact, he said, 
the police never responded to him 
because they didn’t know how to 
deal with the issue. ‘There's a 
stigma attached to it. Most 
policemen say, ‘We'll just report 
this as an accidental death,’ so a 
lot of suicides are never reported 
as suicides.” Most of his research 
finally came from libraries, 
statistics, and talking to sur- 
vivors and others. 

There are no fees for members 
of the suicide support group or for 
any of the-ether functions 
provided by Coramunity Services. 
The organization opened three 
years ago and is run by Fitz 
zgerald and his partner, both of 
whom are seminary trained. It is 
funded by private donations and 
foundation grants. “We don't 
have to Worry about what Ronald 
Reagan does or doesn’t do,” he 
said. Since there is no charge for 
their services, Fitzgerald added, 
many people who are hurting 
about something, but who cannot 
afford counseling elsewhere can 
get the help they need. Com- 
munity Services is open to 
everyone in the greater Lowell 
area and is listed in the phone 
book. 

According to Fitzgerald, there 
are several functions a person 
with seminary training can 
provide. “But which has the 
greater benefit?" he said. “I 
think this does. This is the 
marketplace of where we're at

DePasquale has ideas 
for Wilmington 


by Debbi Michals 

“Prior to T.J. Maxx, there 
wasn’t a place you could buy a 
pair of socks,” said Wilmington 
Selectman Rocco DePasquale. 

The recently named chairman 
of the board said there is a 
“tremendous econimic im- 
balance” in town with residents 
having to spend their money in 
other communities. Wilmington, 
he continued, has never réally 
hada strong shopping district like 
Methuen or Burlington, and he'd 
like to see one developed. He 
hopes with the relocation of Route 
129, parts of Wilmington center 
can become the town’s own 
shopping area. 

That's not all. His priorities on 
improving Wilmington also in- 
clude the completion of Jewel 
Drive, renovation of the high 
school including the possible 
construction of a field house and 
the reuse of town buildings. 

The selectman is opposed to the 
housing authority's use of 
Chapter 774 to get housing. “It's 
like waving a red flag and saying 
Wilmington is a snob town and 
that we are not interested in 
providing for the people,” he said. 
He doesn't believe the town 
deserves that kind of recognition 
and added that the housing issue 
should have been run like a 
campaign. First, credibility is 
needed, something he said the 
housing authority is lacking in 
some areas. “I think a group of 
people who have used arguments, 
some justified and some not so 
justified, are being stigmatized,” 
he added, “and yet the housing 
authority’ is no different in its 
arguments on the other side." 

Part of the problem, too, he 
said, was ‘a lack of 
professionalism whether it's 
Berkshire Builders or the housing 
authority."’ He said in con- 
structing the housing, they 
shouldn't have gone after town- 
owned land where everybody 


would know where it’s going to be. 
Instead, the developer with the 
money should have confidentially 
approached people with land and 
made a deal professionally.

DePasquale said he hopes to 
see the housing articles re- 
presented at the upcoming town 
meeting so that the voters can 
reconsider this issue. 

One of his major stands 
recently has been in favor of 
limiting the number of permits 
for hawkers and peddlers. He said 
with the small commercial base 
and limited shopping in town, 
Wilmington is prime for peddlers 
who will try to sell almost 
anything because they feel there 
is a need. As a_ licensing 
authority, he said, the board has 
an obligation to regulate such 
activity. 

Rocco DePasquale, beginning 
his fifth year as selectman, said 
he first ran for selectman because 
he wanted to see the town in- 
crease its general business 
district. He is a businessman 
himself, and has owned Rocco's 
Restaurant on Route 38 for 19 
years now after taking over when 
his father retired. Because of this, 
he said, he is sensitive to both the 
residents’ and businessmens’ 
point of view. 

According to DePasquale, he 
enjoys being selectman and 
would like to continue for many 
years. The fact that he likes 
people he said, has helped him 
most in his capacity as select- 
man. “I would have to look very 


hard to find something bad in 
someone,” he added. 

On the average, he estimates 
that he spends 40 hours per*week 
as selectman between phone calls 
and conversatons with people 
around town. This includes the 
board's meetings and the four to 
six hours he spends at the town 
hall each week. When he breaks 
away from his restaurant and his 
role as selectman, he said he likes 
to fish, hunt, play darts and read 
He doesn’t like fiction because, he 
said, “I think life is too realistic 
and too practical.” 

DePasquale, who describes 
himself as a stubborn, deter- 
mined, people-lover, said the 
biggest part of his life is his 
family. They help guide him, he 
continued, adding with a smile, 
“My wife allows me to do 
everything she wants me to do.” 

The selectman said he’s most 
bothered by negativism and the 
shirking of rsponsibility. “It's 
very easy to say no, and too many 
people turn their backs to the 
problems rather than attempt to 
face a solution," 

Despite the fact that he loves 
being selectman, DePasquale 
said there are times when it's 
hard, “The most difficult thing I 
find is being diplomatic all the 
time because I do have my own 
opinions."’

Instead of buying flat 
after flat of 
every year, have you 
considered investing in 
perennials?

Dear Mr. William Pacino, 

I am writing you this letter for 
several reasons. Firstly, because I 
have just finished reading your 
article entitled, ‘Produce food closer 
to home’, Mr. Pacino, I have to tell 
you that you have written 
everything I've ever felt and said on 
the subject. Bravo! 

I, too, am deeply concerned about 
the problems and possible solutions 
you have brought up in this well 
written article. | happen to be a 
Woburn resident for the last four 
years and, if I say, I would like to 
just give you as brief as possible a 
rundown on how someone such as 
myself learned the difference bet 
ween seed and sod ‘only’ since 1 
moved to this city 

In April, 1978, after the ‘great 
Blizzard’, my family and I and my 
parents moved here {rom Water 
town. At that time, 1 had never, 1 
repeat ‘never’ grown a thing! That 
April I decided to put in a few tomato 
plants! Talk about disaster!! They 
never producea fruit, looked like 
spineless trees and were constantly 
erlogged. Not mother natures’ 
fault by any means. 

‘That winter I decided I had to find 
out ‘not’ what I did wrong but wi 
if ‘anything’ I might have done 
RIGHT! Nothing!!!! But all that 
winter I read anything that would 
give me a hint on how to grow a 
garden as simply_as possible. Now 
Mr-*Pacino, I have to tell you that 
there are innumerable ways of 
growing a garden but are basically 
\s into three groups most 
commonly used Organic 
chemically-fertilized, and 
hydrophonics. (‘This last one I won't 
even get into because its just not a 
practical way to grow on any large 
‘or’ small scale. But that is another 
subject altogether. ) 

Well, to say the least 
methods and more ways to grow 
things than I care to list ‘or’ 
remember. But the thing that made 
me get on the right track was 
‘trees! !' 

All | could see out my window that 
winter were these tall trees of m 
different varieties here in the ‘glens 
where | live.

anyone ‘feeding’ them? Of course, 
they live on their own dropped 
leaves that mulch over the winter 
and water, too, So, with that in mind, 
that following spring I encompassed 
the art of gardening with ‘trees’ in 
mind. 

Thad literally tons of leaves in my 
yard and my neighbors’ yard as 
well. I proceeded to collect about 50 
bags of half-wet, half-rotted leaves 
and spread them on a 2) x 20 foot 
area. I just barely could turn the 
ground over so I did hire a friends’ 
husband to turn the garden over for 
me. I added one 50 pound bag of 
lime. That was it. That year, I grew 
tomatoes that were close to 3 
pounds! The investment was 2 flats 
of tomato plants from ‘McCues’ at 
the Four Corners, one bag of lime at 
around $1.59 and $10 for the 
Tototilling. Oh, and about $3 worth of 
water. To say the least, the garden 
was super! 

But now I was a pro, right? That 
winter I read, again, all that I could 
get my hands on on the different 
types and methods of gardening 
Organically or bust became my 
motto, 

‘The following spring I decided that 
raised beds were to be my forte. The 
pro's said 6 inches is good. But they 
had tractors and machinery to do 
that work — I didn’t. So, I decided to 
have the garden rototilled once more 
and bought some wood to make 
permanent raised beds. This last 
thing was an expense that most 
people ‘don’t’ plan on spending but I 
have found in the last 2 years that 
those pieces of wood have more than 
paid for itself as I will reveal in a 
moment 

I, of course, just ‘had’ to enlarge 
the garden when the fellow came to 
rototille. The boards went up, the 
Plants, leaves and lime went in once 
again and shazam! I t 
lushness! The gardening method 
proved to be the best of all worlds! 
‘The wood for each 16’ x 4’ garden 
‘bed’ cost me exactly $7.99 (at 1980 
prices. Today they are only $1 
more.) 

1, today, have 11 raised, one-foot 
high beds that are 16’ x 4’ wide and 
have just broken ground for the last 
3. My garden beds have more than

paid me back for the money I spent 
on them to build. This, of course, 
may be more than someone may 
want to invest in BUT, and I say this 
very seriously, one 16’ x 4’ bed could 
raise 35 tomato plants plus, in 
between each plant there could be, 
as I have, 35 broccoli plants PLUS, 
all around each edge of the rained 
bed are hundreds of onions and 
between 5 and 6 dozen lettuce plants 
PLUS, for some extra color and 
insect-repellants, dozens and dozens 
of nasturtium and marigold plants! 
And, Ihave 11 beds growing like this 
right now! 

I plant a complete victory garden 
I raise half a dozen herbs and 36 
different vegetables right here in 
Woburn. I feed my family from the 
first salad greens in early spring 
right through wintertime with 
succulant parsnips, leeks and kale 
plus brussels sprouts, too! 

And, I haven't weeded or ‘needed’ 
to weed my ‘garden’ for the last 2 
years, There’s no need because my 
plantings’ make a living mulch that 
literally chokes out any single weed 
that might find its’ nervy way into 
my garden. Yet, even crowding the 
plants as I do never, ever takes 
anything away from the nutrients 
that the plants need constantly. That 
is because I am growing on what 
started out to be just plain raised 
beds with dirt but now have become 
huge compost beds! Every bit of 
kitchen waste that is NOT fat or 
Meat goes into my garden; each 
day, every day possible 

And, when I want to ‘plant’ I just 
take the seeds and toss them into the 
beds by scattering them here and 
there, then just water the beds 
lightly every day for seven days and 
bingo! Instant garden! 

My father has made a plastic and 
glass-covered little greenhouse for 
me on the ‘north,’ not the south-side 
of the house. There, in the unheated. 
mostly shady greenhouse, | raised 
this year alone, several thousand 
plants! I usually give away a couple

hundred to a gardening friend and 
also to my grandfather but, the rest 
go into my garden. You name it, I 
probably have it somewhere in my 
garden. 

Now, I learned another little trick 
these last two years. That is, 1 
‘scatter plant!’ That is, Inever, ever 
made just a row of. say, broccoli 
plants or tomato plants. 1 always 
interplant everything with other 
vegetable plants, plus my old faith 
ful nasturtiums and marigolds, and 
sometimes radishes. Radishes seem 
to chase the bugs away for some 
reason or other. 

One other thing: whenever thei 
a space from a plant that may 
succumb to my only predator in my 
garden (slugs) | always slip another 
plant right in. No matter what it is. 
just put it in 

Ihave only a few exceptions to this 
that doesn't make my gardening 
harder; that is, corn should be 
planted pretty-much together in 
triple rows ot blocks, and garlic, 
though interplanted with certain 
crops, should, for a maincrop, be 
kept in a separate section for winter 
harvesting 

And, the 
asparagus 
that should. 


only other thing is 
That a perennial crop 
like strawberrys, be 
kept separate so it won't, by ac 
cident, {% tramped-on. 

But. for the most part. | put all my 
seeds into a bag that I'm not using 
for transplants and just scatter them 
over the leaves in my raised bed, 
water for 7 days and thats it! I never 
thih anything. never weed, never 
need gas for rototilling and rarely 


have to use a pitchfork, shovel or 
hoe. Those last three are used 
mainly when I want to ‘make’ a new 
fardening bed. After that they 
gather dust 


I can and freeze countless dozens 
nd containers. I usually end 


of jar 
up giving away crates of tomatoes 
because I run out of room, jars or 
energy putting them up: 

And, Mr. Pacino, 1 want you to 


xnow that I have one other secret 
that ‘I’ personally fse that others 
don't have to see unless they want 
to: I plant early! This year the peas 
didn't get in until the end of March 
but last year they were in in 
February! Raised beds thaw faster 
in the spring, stay warmer during 
cooler days and also stay cooler 
during hotter months!

They are about 
4” high and are setting tomatoes 
right now! All I did was put a pepsi 
cola plastic container upside down 
over the plants each night until May 
Ist, then let them be exposed to the 
very cold nights without the con 
tainers thereafter. 

The 6-7'' of rain flooded 
‘everyones’ gardens here in Woburn, 
Except mine. I saw literally hun- 
dreds of gardens afterwards; some 
on my very own street. All the 
plants, if left standing, were 
yellowed and very waterlogged or 
Totting on the ground. Not one plant 
suffered in my garden from that 
torrential rain. Not one!

More and more consumers are 
becoming aware of the advantages 
of shoping for produce at farmers 
markets. Since 1970 the number of 
farmers’ markets in Massachusets 
has increased from one to forty 
five, in 1981 

According to University of 
Massachusetts Cooperative Ex 
tension Sevice vegetable specialist 
Bob Pracheur, fruits and 
vegetables at a farmers’ market 
are the freshest available - usually 
picked within 24 hours of sale. 
Because consun@s buy directly 
from the grower, eliminating a 
middle-man and fancy packing 
farmers’ markets may offer con 
siderable savings. Farmers know 
what it costs to produce an item and 
set their prices accordingly 

Farmers’ markets also attract 
producers specializing in items 
large stores often do not bother 
with. Items such as blackberries. 
raspberries, leeks, collards or fresh 
herbs are hard to find in super: 
kets, but may be found in a

when buying at a farmers’ 
market, shoppers should browse 
first to see which vendor offers the 


best buys and quality. It’s helpful to 
make a list of what you need 
orehand. Look for produce which

produce include: corn which has 
bright, plump, milky kernals 
broccoli which is clean and dark 
green with closed buds; pears 
which have firm, unbroken, will 
free skin. A complete list of

vice in Middlesex County

Adopt a wild horse 

The US. Interior Department's 
Bureau of Land Management will 
open a wild horse and burro 
adoption center this July in 
LeWisberry, Pa. - within relatively 
easy driving distance of most 
Massachusetts cities and towns 

Until now, Mass. residents have 
had to drive almost 2.500 miles. 
round trip, to adopt an animal 
said BLM Eastern States Director 
G. Curtis Jones. “Instead, BLM will 
soon begin shipping wild horses and 
burros directly into the Northeast 
which should let a lot more people 
get involved in the adoption 
program 

The Adopt-a Horse program is an 
outgrowth of legislation passed in 
1971 to protect wild horses and 
burros on public lands. “Today 
overpopulation on the range is the 
biggest threat the animals face. 
Jones said. “BLM has found homes 
for over 38.000 wild horses and 
burros, but the population grows so 
fast that we've got to remove 
thousands more 

‘The wild horses and burros can be 
tamed _and_used_ for riding. 
breeding. showing, farmwork and 
any other similiar noncommerical 
purpose served by domestic 
animals. Prospective adopters 
should first write for a brochure and 
application to “Adopt-a-Horse 
Bureau of Land Management, 350 
St. Pickett St.. Alexandra, Virginia 
4. BLM will screen applicants 
by phone to make sure the animals 


are headed for good homes, and 
then have adopters call the 
Lewisbury center for an ap 


pointment to select their animals 
and take them home

Warm 
weather and many 
Sheltered bays, lakes 
and rivers make 
waterskiing very at 
tractive.

To reduce the number 


of these accidents, the 
Coast Guard offers a 
few suggestions on 
waterski safety 

1. Never ski without 
an observer in the tow 
boat. This is a legal 
requirement in many 
states. The boat driver 
cannot watch the skier 
and where he is going at 
the same time. 

2. Use a ski flag to 
warn other boaters 
when your skier is down 
in the water. This is a 
legal requirement in the 
State of Arivona 

3. War a Coast Guard 
approved life preserver 
any time you ski. Non 
approved ski belts are 
NOT recommended 
Hitting the water at 25 
mph is an easy way to 
get knocked un 
conscious. Your ap 
proved life preserver 
will keep you afloat 
head up, until you 
regain consciousness or 
can be picked up by 
your tow boat 

4. Never ski in rough 
water. Waves and a 
running sea will prevent 
the towboat from 
keeping a smooth speed 
and course to say 
nothing of the varying 
forces applied to. the 
skis to compound the 
skier's problems.
